It will allow them to see what 
semesters their classes will be offered so they can plan accord- 
ingly If he or she decides to change majors, the program will 
help them figure out what classes will count towards their new 
requirements. The advantage of this system versus an advisor 
is its 24-hour availability to the sleepless college student This is 
not to say that the human interaction will be cut out com- 
pletely, merely modified to accommodate students' needs.

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outstanding year in 2002-03. The department added its 
20th f 2 1 st and 22nd varsity programs with the addition of 
softball and men's and women's squash. The squash 
programs have a home in the Lerner Health and Wellness 
Center while softball played its inaugural season at the 
beautiful new facility at Mount Vernon Athletic Complex on 
Foxhall Road in Northwest Washington. 

Both the mens and women's basketball seasons provided 
GW with historic moments. Senior Chris Monroe became 
the school's all-time leading scorer in the 88-year history of 
the program with 2,249 points while women s coach, Joe 
McKeown, became the A- IQ’s all-time winningest coach, 
posting his 300th career victory at GW and his I 2th 20- 
victory season. The womens team also captured the A- 10, 
the first time since 1996. 

Men s soccer and women's gymnastics each won the A- 10 
title. For the soccer team, it was their first since 1 989, while 
the gymnastics team recorded their sixth straight 
championship. The women's volleyball team also had a 
successful year as they staged one of the biggest turnarounds 



in Division I, improving from 6-18 in 2001 to 19-13 this 

season. 

Under Coach Tanya Vogel, the women’s soccer (10-9) team 
advanced to the A- 10 Tournament, Junior Kim Warner 
continued her climb up the school record lists moving from 
20th to third in career points and third in goals. 

Both the lacrosse and softball teams struggled with this 
season. However, the lacrosse squad twice set a new 
team-high for goals scored in a match with 19 against both 
Stony Brook and Howard while the softball program, in its 
inaugural season, laid the foundation for future improvement 
behind team MVP Elana Meyers, 

The men’s and women's squash teams fared better in their 
debuts this season. The men’s squash team won the Conroy 
Trophy and was voted Most Improved Team behind team 
MVP Matt Navarro. The women’s team placed third in the 
EPPS Division of the Howe Cup behind team MVP Mary 
Mayo, 

The men’s cross country team was led by junior Darrell 
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Andruski who recorded the fastest time in the A- 10 
Championship by a GW runner. The womens squad won 
the Mount St. Mary’s Invitational paced by freshman Lindsay 
Blum who was the highest GW finisher in all six races. 



same team marked a first in the history of the A- 10 
Conference. One of those freshmen, Carroll, won the 
Lehigh Tournament in the fall and placed second at the 
Rehoboth Beach Spring Invitational. 




The defending A- 10 champion baseball team (37-1 8), 
jumped out to its best start since 1 957 with I 5 victories in its 
first 19 games. Senior RHP Greg Conden became the 
school's all-time career leader in victories with 35. The 
Colonials had two separate I I -game winning streaks, fifth- 
longest in GW history. 

Men’s tennis (8-8) placed sixth in the A- 1 0 tournament while 
women's tennis took fifth place.

The Colonials entered a promising season led 
by balanced junior utility Kira Canon and senior co-captain Ashley 
Pyka, the team's all-time goal leader with I 1 9. The team's five seniors, 
with the program since its inaugural season, helped GW take fourth 
place at the Collegiate Water Polo Association's Southern 
Championships and to CWPA Eastern Championships at Harvard 
University where they improved on last year's finish by winning 7th 
place.

Southern Division Second Team, According to Reed, “That was by far 
our best performance all year.

Walking into his office the first thing anyone notices is 
probably the knick-knacks around the room.

"Have you shopped at all on eBay?" asks Mike Freedman, Vice 
President for Communications and Professorial Lecturer for the School 
of Media and Public Affairs. He is carefully opening a package he 
received, a recent eBay purchase. Freedman has been collecting radios 
and radio memorabilia since he was a young child. 

He remembers when he received his first radio. 



"I was six years old," Freedman recalls. It was shortly 
after his father passed away. "I used to sleep with the 
radio under my pillow at night, and it provided me with 
companionship and friendship. It didn't take long before, 
at a very early age, I knew that I wanted to be on 
the radio."

"President Trachtenberg was trying to convey a sense of location for 
GW,” explains Freedman. “We came up with the phrase that [GWJ is 
'located four blocks from the White House.’ Starting in the Fall of 
1992. every press release that went out of GW had a last paragraph 
that said, 'Located four blocks from the White House, The George 
Washington University is the largest institution of higher education in 
the nation’s capita! " Freedman noted that they continually stressed 
the phrase ‘located four blocks from the White House’ every chance 
they had. “And then about six or seven months later, I got a phone call 
from someone who said, ‘Did you see Jeopardy last 
night?’ It was an answer on Jeopardy. ‘A university 
located four blocks from the White House.’ And then, it 
became a New York Times crossword puzzle answer. 
’University located four blocks from the White House’ 
-GWU. So we knew that the message was getting 
out there.” 



Radio would continue to be an integral part of Freedman's life. He 
worked as the news director at two different radio stations in the 
Detroit, Ml area, and as Vice President and Managing Editor for the 
broadcast division of United Press International in Washington, DC. 
He also worked in Congress as the press secretary for the Majority 
Whip of the House of Representatives. Using the connections he built 
while working on the Hill, Freedman was able to help President 
Trachtenberg transform GW from a commuter school into a nationally 
recognized university. 



After building the University Relations department at GW 
for a few years, Freedman was offered to be the General 
Manager of CBS News in New York City. 

"That had been my dream job since I was a kid," says Freedman. 
Leaving GW to pursue his dream, Freedman worked at CBS until he 
received a phone call from President Trachtenberg in 2000. 
Trachtenberg was searching for someone to serve as the new Vice 
President for Communications at GW. Freedman was interested, but 
hesitant to take the position.

"I had these two loves at this point. I truly loved my work at GW, but it 
had been my dream to work for CBS News," he noted. Trachtenberg was 
patient, but determined to have Freedman come back to GW. "We met 
three times over eight months, and in the last discussion [Trachtenberg] 
added in something that was very important to me, and that was the 
position as a professorial lecturer in the journalism department. He gave 
me the opportunity to come back as a teacher as well as an 
administrator. That actually put it over the top." 

As Vice President for Communications, Freedman now oversees the 
Media Relations, Community Relations, University Events, and Graphics 
Design departments, as well as the administration of Lisner Auditorium, 
the Media and Public Affairs Building, and the WRGW student radio 
station. He does consider teaching his true passion, however, and 
teaches a three-credit journalism class called "Radio News: History and 
Practice" every semester.

to combine art, science, technology and philosophy into my work. I'm 
not afraid to ask these questions, what is the relationship between 
science and art, and how is dance influenced by science and 
technology? It is a search that has taken years and that I still seek to 
answer,” she explained. 



She is compelled by what she describes as her '‘youthful, curious, 
adventurous, and radical nature" to surround herself by students and a 
university atmosphere, "Students are the representation 
and exhibition of cultural values," she says. 

Her keen insights and observations of the world around 
her have always been a major influence of her work. The 
use of multimedia effects mingled with serious 
environmental messages are often the main focus of her 
pieces. "I always joke that I spend so much time creating 
these beautiful dances, and then I just cover them up with 
multimedia activities!" Withers exclaims with a laugh. 

"Cyber-world artists have a significant presence in my work. An 
electronic composer can be felt in the music; lighting and design 
create stage movement. I like to push the edge of the definition of art.” 

Her establishment in urban settings was an extreme change from her 
childhood upbringing in the natural settings of "the Red Earth" of Utah. 
Withers' early interests in all things natural are represented in her 
pieces. Some critics jokingly labeled her style with the slogan, "Maida 
loves Rocks." Maida, however, shrugs off these labels, “I'm not afraid 



This search has guided her to her own self-transformation, leading to 
a restoration of her own virtues and values within an urban 
environment. Maida's sense of individuality has given her 
the strength to continue her passion for dance. Many 
critics have called her work "daring," something that 
Maida takes pride in. "Motion in my choreography is 
always unique and I spend a lot to time looking for the 
original and the uncommon. It's a beautiful element of my 
dances, i'm completely unafraid of using movement with 
openness in the widest, most liberated sense, I try to 
make it witty, outrageous, it catches you off guard." says 
Withers. 

Withers enjoys a university setting and is proud to work with the GW 
faculty, but perhaps the most important element that has kept her at 
GW for 38 years is her love for dance. 

"The greatest motivation to dance is dancing. It's so personal.' she 
says. "Dancing is the height of pleasure."

Roberts is a Shapiro professor within the School of Media 
and Public Affairs. Waitlists for his classes "Feature 
Writing" within the journalism major and "Media. Politics 
and Government" within the Political Communications major stretch 
across the next few semesters. He has over thirty years of journalism 
experience, including careers with the New York Times and US News 
and World Report along with other media organizations. With so 
much experience in journalism, could it be possible for him to pick a 
favorite story? 

"There were many," he said. But, look behind you.” He pointed to the 
September 16. 1961 cover of The Nation magazine, framed and

This kind of support from his father and later another mentor from the 
New York Times guided Roberts through a thriving career 
and inspired him to pursue a position as a professor. 
Straight out of Harvard, a young Roberts was taken under 
the wings of James Reston, then Washington Bureau 
Chief of the New York Times. 



“He’d take in one young person every year. Over the 
years there were 26 of us— I was number 4 of the 26,” 
said Roberts, Reston was often dubbed the ‘most pow- 
erful man in journalism’ during his time, yet he made a 
special effort to mentor his young clerks. 



“Virtually everyday he made time for me. He'd tell me stories; he’d read 
my work. He always gave me encouragement,” said Roberts. “I want 
to do for young people what he did for me." 

Throughout his career Roberts says he has attempted to continue 
Reston's tradition, however, he was never satisfied with his 
"unsystematic” efforts until he became involved with GW. A part-time

teaching job at the University later developed into a full-time position. 

Maintaining active relationships with his former students is a 
responsibility Roberts takes to heart. Traffic jams of birth announcements, 
wedding invitations, career promotions and travel adventures swarm 
Roberts’ e-mail. 

"One of the most wonderful things about this job that ! never anticipated 
was that so many young people would remain a part of my life. I can 
honestly say that not a day goes by that I don't hear from a former 
student," he said. He says he often serves as students’ ‘cheerleader 1 
offering encouragement advice, and always trying to instill a sense of 
confidence in students. He truly makes his presence felt in each student’s 
life, both at GW and post graduation. He boasts of his “fabulous network" 
of students who now range in professions from posts at CNN, People 
magazine and countless other media around the world.

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Never having spoken to Professor Vajda, i was a bit 
hesitant about pronouncing her unusual last name correctly. I met 
her at her office and said ‘Hello, Professor Vajda (pronounced Veda) 
is it?" 



"Yeah, my husband's name is Darth,” she said with a comforting smile 
referring to Star Wars/ Garth Vader. 

Professor Judith Parsons Vajda teaches part time in the Psychology 
department here at GW and full time at Northern Virginia Community 
College where she completed her first two years of undergraduate 
work. She is a graduate of GW and has been a faculty member for the 
past six years. 

At 38. Professor Vajda defied normal rules and began college. "It was 
just something that I had to do, I had to prove to myself that I could do 
it,” she said looking very happy about her decision. When it came time 
to apply to universities, she found that most schools could only see her 
as a typical incoming student not as an adult who had lived a complete 
life and now wanted to further her education. “They wanted to see my 
SAT scores and my transcripts from years ago. Having a 3.9 GPA for 
my first two years wasn't enough. GW had a level of encouragement 
and acceptance that was very helpful; there were less rigid demands 
that were very flexible for a non-traditional student like me, and it had 
a reputation for a good Psychology department.”

When asked why she thought so many 
students wanted to take her classes, she joked “I don't know, they're 
gluttons for punishment!" After a little thought, she added. “I don't just 
present a theory. I give real life experiences. I treat them with respect 
as adults, I want them to have an appreciation for the complexity of 
human behavior, the similarities that we all share and the 
diversity of human beings. Teaching has given me a 
sense of purpose and a sense of achievement and a 
sense of commitment that I never experienced as a 
secretary.” 



Now, she and her husband are a part of the Camelot 
neighborhood watch, which has been in continuous 
operation for 24 years. “We have been recognized nationally as the 
most effective neighborhood watch program in the U.S. and newly 
organizing programs often visit our community to learn how to set up 
their own watch programs.” She has a very nurturing, friendly 
personality and is always at hand to help out anyone in need, whether 
it's to cook for them or just to remain by their side.

Founded in 1996, the Emergency Medical Response Group 
(EMeRG) is GW’s only on-campus EMS agency. The certified 
basic life support agency provides quality emergency 
medical services to the GW University and Foggy Bottom 
community in the District of Columbia. Dispatched by the 
GW University Police Department, EMeRG responds via bike 
and quick response vehicle, a newly acquired Chevy Tahoe 
formatted to carry almost all equipment found on an 
ambulance. The membership consists of 70 certified EMTs 
who represent a broad cross section of the GW campus and 
include students and alumni of all majors and backgrounds. 
All are dedicated EMTs and paramedics who volunteer many 
hours each month responding to medical emergencies 24 
hours a day, seven days a week. EMeRG prides itself on 
being one of the first mountain bike-based EMS agencies in 
the country with specially equippedTrek mountain bikes that 
carry a full complement of BLS supplies and equipment. 
Additionally, EMeRG has advanced equipment such as 
Automatic External Defibrillators, Pulse Oximeters, 
Glucometers, and Combitubes.
